A CUBAN RISING. 


An Insurrection Feared by the Span- 


ish Authorities in the Pearl 
of the Antilles — The 
Conspirators. 


Mabpm, Sept. 14.— Special Cable. — The 
Ministerial paper, El Correo, has been se- 
verely reprimanded for publishing the result 
of Sefior Sagasta’s last council. The Min- 
isters had deliberated several hours upon 
important information received by tel- 
egrams trom Cuba and from the 


United States on the doings of” 


the Cuban éxiies, who, it was alleged, 
were preparing with their sympathizers in 
Cuba some fresh disturbance. The purport 
of the information thus alluded to is that 
some éxiles living in the United States had 
been carrying on active correspond- 
ence with the elder Maceo, Max- 
imo Gomez, and four other Chiefs, 
well known in the great rebellion, and who 
are now in the service of the Central Ameri- 
can Republics. These exiles have come to 
the conclusion that it arms, ammunition, 
and money can be collected they could at- 
tempt a rising in the eastern part of Cuba, 
which they believe to be a capital starting’ 
point. 

They have found much assistance in the 
bands of the brigands that have for more 
than a year given much trouble to the Span- 
ish police and the planters in the western 
and central districts of the island, where 
their raids and daring highway robberies, 
even in broad dayn are constant 
occurrences. They keep the colored and 
black population in a state of ferment. The 
exiles think a rising now in Cuba would 
meet with ready support among the colored 
people Slaves, who are weary at seeing 
the very unfair treatment they have labored 
under since the emancipation law of 
1880. The authorities and the planters are 
eluding this law, and have also avoided 
obeying the instructions of the Home Gov- 
ernment last spring to give freedom to 3,000 
negroes Who are entitled to their liberty 
under the older laws.of 1870. Exiles expect

Neither the Signa! Service nor the War De- 
partment has received ‘any more details of 
the loss of the Proteus than have aiready 
been published. It is noticeable that the offi- 
cials at the War Department are much more 
anxious as to the fate of Lieut. Greely than 
the Signal-Service officials are. At the 
Weather Bureau it is believed that the 
Greely expedition will be able to find some 
of the provisions which last year were 
lodged at different places along the 
coast stations called caches.

Labor reformers are very apt to 
overlook the strength of the vast landhold- 
ing class. In this country, they far outnumber 
every other.

BLOODSHED. 
Conflict Between. Constabulary and 
Coal-Miners at Upper Le- 


Wende 42d a Little Girl’ Instantly 


The Trouble Caused by the Discharge of 
a Number of Miners. 


ALLENTOWN, Pa., Sept. 14—([Special.}— 
Special dispatches from Hazleton, Luzerne 
County, give the particulars of a bloody at- 
fray which occurred at Upper Lehigh, near 
that place, yesterday afternoon. For a time 
the town was in the greatest excitement, and 
the trouble was only quelled with the loss of 
life. From ail that can be learned it seems 
that a number of miners were discharged by 
one of the coal companies, They then 
threatened to destroy the company’s prop 
erty. They gathered on the street corners 
in large crowds and. is al- 
leged, used the most violent language. 
The offiéers of the company feared 
that serious trouble would ensue, and call 
upon the coal and iron police to protect 
their property. ‘They responded and ordered 
the mob to disperse. This the crowd refused 
to do, and each "moment was reénforced 
until it assumed formidable . proportions, 
marching down the street in the direction of 
the offices of the company. N

Economy“ has been carefully revised and 
almost entirely rewritten, has more signifi- 
cance than such stereotyped phrases usually 
bear. This edition is really a new book, in 
name (for former editions have been mod- 
estly called Elements of Political Econ- 


omy '), in arrangement, and in manner of 


treatment. One cannot tail to recognize 
Prof. Perry’sstyle of language and thought 
in this as in earlier editions.

Extracts from the Biennial Beports of 
the Wardens of the Penitentiaries at 
Fort Madison and Anamosa, 

Des Mornes, Ia., Sept. 14,—[Special. ] — 
The biennial reports of the Wardens of the 
penitentiary at Fort Madison and the addi- 
tional penitentiary at Independence’ have 
been received by the Governor. The bal- 


the State has paid $135,998 for the two years, 
while the Anamosa prison has cost $117,606. 

The prison books show that there were in 
confinement Sept. 30, 1881, 464 convicts; 
there have been received by conviction of 
courts since that time 507, recaptured 7, re- 
leased by order of courts 18, returned frou 
the asylum 1, or a total of 1,087. 

Convicts have been discharged as follows: 
By expiration of sentence 374, pardoned by 
the Governor 58, by order of the Supreme 
Court 4, by commatation of sentence 6, by 
order of court 24, sent to — tor the in- 
sane 4, esc 6, by safe-keeping delivered 
unn 5, died 4, still in confinement 607. 

The habits ot the inmates as given in the 
report show 268 were addicted to intemper- 
ance, 84 were moderate drinkers, while 251 
were temperate. Their education is given 
as follows: Good, 51; common, 454; poor, 

none. 3. One hundred and seventy-one 
were married, 410 single, 17 widowers, and 5 
widows. Only fifteen of the convicts are 


females.
